The RefleGions on the Eleéor of Bavaria’s Manifefto 
further continued, 


T HE Manifefto imputes it as a Crime to the Em- 
peror, that he apply'd himtelf to King William, 
whom the Author owns to have had 4 Genius capable 
of concerting Projets, and of forming a League firong 
enough to Dethrone the Duke of Anjou, his Eleétoral 
Highnefs's Nephew. What is there blamable in this ? 
fince when has it been criminal in a Prince, who 
iecs great Kingdoms wrongfully wrefted from him, 
to » ve Recourfe to other Potentares to help him to 
recunguer them ? King William (continues the Ma- 
nifettu,) bad for 13 Years a great Hand inthe Affairs 
of Eurcpe: To tne great Mordficanon no doubt of 
France, whofe Projects he bafiled, and ftop’d them 
in their Chace of univerfal Monarchy, which they 
were fo horly and faccefsfuily purfuing. That King 
(we are told) beveld witn Grief the Advancement of 
Puilip V. And who would not have been troubled 
to fee the grand Defign of France reviv'd by that 
Advancemen:, and Europe ready to fall agen into 
the Chains he had fo lately broken ? No doubt he 
faw wich juft Grief fo good an Emperor defrauded 
by clandertine In:rigues of his Patrimony. All Eu- 
rope faw-it with like Grief ; bur it becomes power- 
ful Princes not to afford their Pity only, which tne 
rett of Mankind can beftow as eafily as they, burt 
their Succour likewile to’injur'd Soveraigns. King 
William upon that Motive not only engag’d in the 
Affair bimfelf; but excited others to fuccour the Em- 
peror. H.s Credit in bis own Dominions and in Holland, 
and tie intimate Correfpondence he had always kept up 
with the Proteftant Princesof Germany, made it probable 
(fa; sthe Manifefto) be would engage thofe Potentates ta 
joyn with the Emperor, There needed no extraordinary 
Efforrs for that ; the Juftice of the Emperor’s Caufe 
was fo evident, that even without King William’s 
Credit, nay in {pire of the Oppofition King James 
could have made had he been on the Throne, the 
Englith Nation would infallibly have deciar'd, as 
they have fometimes done : And as for the Princes of 
Germany, the Eiector had the Mortification to fee 
himfclf fingie in his Opinion of adhering to France 
and the Treaty of the Alliance fign’d (as the Author 
of the Manifefto owns) towards the End of tie Year 
1701. Thai: is, as foun as twas proposd. 

It cannot be doubted (continues our Author) that 
the Princes engag’d in that League, exerted their beft 
Efforts to oblige the Germanick Body to enter with them 
inco the Fi71. There needed no greater Efforts to bring 
abour this fecond Engagement than the furmer. The 
Diet at Ratisbcnne proceeded in the ufva! Form,and

Withitanding the Bavarian Minitter all the Arti-

The Var, was nor conSderd by the 
Diet, as our Author co:fidemly as umyult or 
contrary to the true Intery? of Germany. Toe Empire 
did not think it Sufficient, (co ule bs own Words,) 
that che new King of Spain wag willing to acknowlggde

its Risht to the Provinces of the Monarchy of Spain that 
are dependant on it, They thought it concern'd thm 
pot to pur up the Wrong done their in che 
wrefting of thac Monarchy trum him, cit thew Pa- 
tience on that Occation fhould tempt tie French 
King to make new Infults upon them, io which he 
has at all Times fiewn himfeit buc tov much inci d. 
"Tis very far from being indifferent to the Empure, 
whether the Crown of Spain be plac'd on tie Hiaa of a 
Prince of the Houfe of Bourbon, or a Prince of the Houfé 
of Aufiria, as our Author pretends ; a Prince of the 
Houfe of Bourbon, being a Sricnd aad Neighbour of 
a different Species from the other, for Reafons known 
to all the Worki, and of which no doubr our Author 
is not ignorant. 

But if he feigns to be ignorant of thofe Reafons, 
and is defirous to know fome of them ; ‘us eafy to 
inform him, that fuppofing the fame guod Unuer- 
ftanding beiween a King ot Spain of the Houle of 
Bourbon and the King of France, as has been be- 
tween the two Branchcs of the Houfe of Auftria ; 
in that Cafe the Empire might bid Adieu co irs In- 
dependance and Liberty ; For a Prince plac’d on the 
Throne of Spain by a King of France, would not 
be fo ungratejul to hinder him from recor quering 
a Dignity, which he pretends bciong’d to his Ances 
ftors, and to be the Patrimony of their Succeffors, 
And the King of France having no longer any Diver- 
fion from Spain, which was always confederated 
with the Empire, while under Princes of the Houfe 
of Auftria ; and tiis near Neighbourhood ro Germany 
affording him al) Conveniences of making War upon 
it with Advantadge ; befides , there being Ground 
to fear he would make ufe of the ordinary Method 
of thofe who would fubdue a Body, vz. to difunire 
its Members, and that he would always find Princes 
who like the Elector of Bavaria and his Brother 
would rellith the Arguments that {lould be offer'd to 
corrupt them 3; "tis vifible without a Perfpective-Glafs, 
thar the Eagles would foon be forc’d to fly to Paris, 
and that they would not be Iur’d but driven thither ; 
and that no Regard would be had to the Exclama- 
tions of thofe, who now haughtily take upon them _ 
to = Alliances right of wrong with whom they 

leafe. 
. The Grandeur and Power to which the Houfe of Aus 
ftria is exalted (fays the Manifettc) does already but 
too much threaten the kiberty of Germany, without be- 
ing augmented by the Credit which a King of Spain 
would give an Emperor his Brother, the Author of 
the Manifefto may probably expect the Thanks of 
the Empire for this importanr Difcovery ; buc what 
will he fay if the Germans teli nim he banters them, 
and puts fuch Spectacles on their Nofes as would 
hinder their feeing from what fide the real Danger 
comes that threatens their Liberty. The Difference 
ofebe. “Fimes from: thofe of Charles V, and of | 
his Brother Ferdinand, who (as.the Manifetto tel!s us,) 
had like to have chang’d the Conftitution of the Empire 
into a Monarchical State, is too well known ; and

transferd fo intirely to that of Bourbon ; for if there 
were now an equal Ballane of Power between them, 
the reft of Eurépe would live in Peace aad —_ In 
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thot, fince the Days af Charles V. the Hands of the 


| Emperors bave been fo tied, by the Conventions they 
been oblig’d to fign at their Elections, thata lit- 
By tle more Reftrainat would make the Emperor muci 
an linage of Soveraigaty as 1s the Doge of 


Venice. "Lis Brance that threatens, not by doubr- 
ful figns, but by epen Precentians aud formidable Ar- 
mies, vo change the Empire intoa Monarchical State 
Be and have already plainly thewn by the Slavery to 
which they have reduc’d the Towns of Allace thac 
ouly putrheia felves under their Protection, in what 
Manner they will treat all che reft of Germany if 
once they become Matters of it. — 
Befides, "tis either Weaknels or Malice to exclaim 
againft the Advancement of the Arch-duke to the 
Throne of Spain, and endeavour to put Europe in 
Ne Apprehenfion of Danger from It 5 becaufe that Ad- 
vancement would make no Change in the Syftem 
of Affairs ; the Houfe of Auftria would remain the 
fame it has been hicherto ; for the good Correfpon- 
dence that has been between the cwoBranches, could 
not unite two Brothers more clofcly, than it has done 
two other very near Relations.
